Donald Houghton, head of the 
English Department, with stu- 
dent petitions circulated and 
signed in January by 200 past 
and present students of Mrs. 
Irwin. 

The petition reads, “We, the

Contest Has Historical 
Significance 
Although the history of 
Shrove Tuesday goes back to 
medieval lore, the modern

past and present students of 
Mrs. Molly P. Irwin, have re- 
cently become aware of the de- 
cision of the English Depart-~- 
ment to recommend that she 
not be rehired. We feel obliged 
to state our opposition to this 
decision, which, if acted upon, 
would deprive the college of an 
outstanding and dedicated 
teacher. We recommend, on 
the basis of her teaching ex- 
cellence and her other con- 
tributions to the college com- 
munity that she be granted 
tenure. We further request a 
meeting between the tenured 
members of the department 
and student representatives for 
the purpose of substantiating 
our recommendation.” 

Spokesmen for CSR said 
they hope these signatures 
will be taken into consider- 
ation before the final de- 
cision on tenure is reached 
by the faculty. 

According to Houghton, 
“The case is still pending.” 
Mrs. Irwin has submitted a 
written appeal to the de- 
partment and tenured facul- 
ty members will make a rec- 
ommendation on the appeal, 
he added. 


Their recommendation will 
be sent to Houghton who will 
present the recommendations 
to the Chairman of the Divi- 
sion of Humanities and Fine 
Arts, Dr. Kenneth Berger. 
Thus, the decision lies “in the 
hands of the tenured members 
of the English department.” 

Earlier Houghton ex- 

plained the criteria used by 

the English department in 
granting tenure. They are: 

1.) Training, which includes 
possession of an MA and a 
Ph.D.; 2.) teaching ability, 
unmeasurable directly by 
faculty member since class- 
room inspection by other 
teachers is not practiced; 3.) 
scholarship, which includes 
publication, lectures, and re- 
search papers; 4.) miscella- 
neous professional activities, 
which includes work on de- 
partment and college com- 
mittees and membership in 
professional organizations 
and community service. 


The Faculty Manual outlines 
the tenure procedure. A teach- 
er is hired on an annual basis 
for the first four years and 
then the first three years of 
performance are assessed and 
during the fourth year a final 
appraisal and review is made. 
If the faculty member is not

(Continued trom Page 1) 
granied tenure a fifth and ter- 
minal “notice” year is given 


Members of CSR empha- 
size that Mrs. Irwin has an 
MA, some units above the 
MA and several years of 
graduate school. Also at 
the time she was hired she 
was assured the Ph.D. would 
have no influence on her 
case. She has a letter from 
the former Chairman of the 
Division of Humanities and 
Fine Arts, Dr. John C. 
Linnell, saying that the mat- 
ter of a Ph.D. was not rela- 
vent in her case since she 
was recognized as an excel- 
lent teacher. 


CSR representatives also 
said that previously Wallace 
Brown was a tenured member 
of the English department and 
he did not possess a Ph.D. He 
died during the fall of 1964. 
Thus, Mrs. Irwin would not 
set a precedent as a unique or 
unexplainable case. 

About 200 of her past and 
present students have testified 
to the worth of her teaching 
ability. Since she has been at 
SSC for seven semesters Mrs. 
Irwin has had approximately 
600 students. The signatures 
thus represent about one-third 
of her students 


Considering the high drop- 
out level of lower division 
students, who mostly make 
up her classes, and the num- 
ber of repeats by many stu- 
dents the percentage of stu- 
dents signing for her is no- 
table, according to CSR 
members. 


Mrs. Irwin's professional ac- 
tivities are numerous and va- 
ried She has organized the 
weekly Poetry Workshop and 
enabled students to work in- 
formally with an instructor on 
his own work. She has served 
on college committees and 
helped in the Tutorial Program, 
which gave 120 students as 
sophomores and freshmen an 
opportunity to receive direct 
help from 12 faculty members 
in various disciplines 


Houghton emphasized that 
Mrs. Irwin's case is confi- 
dential and the English de- 
partment will not divulge 
the reasons for tenure de- 
nial. Im the case of dis- 
missal after tenure the 
teacher must be proven in- 
competent or guilty of moral 
turpitude, but denial of ten- 


ure requires no public or 
private explanation.

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The Irwin Valentine 


On Feb. 14 Mrs. Molly Irwin received the following 
cursory note from Chairman Donald Houghton of the 
English Department: 


The tenured members of the English Depart- 
ment have considered your appeal to reverse the 
Department's recommendation against your re- 
appointment with tenure. I have consulted with 
the tenured members about this matter, and I am 
recommending to the Division Chairman that the 
original decision of the Department remain un- 
changed. 


The brevity of the note (her name was spelled wrong, 
too) coupled with complete silence on what discussion 
ensued in regard to her appeal is unforgivable,, if not an 
atrocity. The department also apparently refused to com- 
ply with a request that she be allowed to confront the 
tenured members personally with her appeal 

The Hornet concurs with the Committee for Student 
Recognition in their questioning of the “objectivity” of 
an appeal process that vests its authority in the same 
persons (the tenured members of the English Depart- 
ment) who were responsible for the initial decision not 
to grant Mrs. Irwin tenure. 

We believe that the English Department is irrepa- 
rably damaging relationships between students and facul- 
ty and, as a consequence, hope for the enhancement of 
a sense of community on this campus. 

An immediate investigation of the department's atti- 
tude toward students should be conducted by the College 
Council, which should also seriously question the validity 
of the appeal process. If the College Council refuses to 
commit itself, then we ask President Stephen Walker to 
personally conduct an investigation.

The dark eyes of a small boy reflect seeming grati-

The Hornet swimmers will 
be trying to break a three- 
game losing streak tomorrow 
afternoon when they host 
Fresno State in a non-league 
meet at 2 p.m.

The 
UCLA frosh are no match for the SSC frosh. After 
all, what do they have down in Westwood, just a few 
high school All-Americans. 


Wasp coach Jack Heron was all but optimistic 
about his chances of winning a game or three before 
the season opened. But he has seen something hap- 
pen to his forces that has been a long time coming to 
the varsity. The boys have jelled into a well-knit 
unit that can utilize the talents of an entire team. 


So the Wasps are now set for Gary Cunning- 
ham’s UCLA frosh. The Brubabes are reported to 
have a slight height advantage—some six inches per 
man. Somebody’s gotta be kidding. 

Let’s see, Jack will probably put Walt Slider on 
Lew Alcindor. Six-foot two incher guarding seven- 
foot one, fairly even match considering the problems 
you run into in this game. Alcindor stuffed in 21 of 
53 shots, a cool 91 per cent, during UCLA's 114-60 win 
over San Diego City College a month ago. He added 
six free throws for 48 total points, smashing the old 
scoring record of 40 set by Ron Lawson a haif dozen 
years ago.

In the record win over Citrus College, Alcindor

Luke’s been scoring at 23.2, while the 
Brubabes as a team have averaged over 100 points a 
game while holding the opposition to under 60 during 
seven wins without a loss. 

As a team, they are hitting 55 per cent from the 
floor with Shackelford contributing heavily with a 
62 per,cent mark. Six-footer Bob Michelotti may get 
the assignment on Shack, a 20-point scorer. After all, 
they’re both about the same age. 

That leaves only one more double-figure scorer 
to take care of. Kenny Heitz at 12 ppg should be 
handled easily by SSC’s Glen Tueller. Glen is the 
Wasp’s playmeker, the Guy Rodgers in disguise. 

The Wasps have come a long way since Rupert 
Asuncion and Spider Thomas mixed it up in scrim- 
mage a few months ago. With all the talent down 
south, the Brubabes don’t have to play as a team to 
win. But SSC, averaging less than six feet in height, 
has learned how to win by collaborating talent. 

The team has won 11 of 21 contests, including a 
five-game win skein midseason. The “Wasp press,” 
which has become a trademark of Heron's group this 
year, bailed them out of several closies. If there was 
a conference for FWC freshman teams, SSC would 
rank among the leaders with a 5-2 mark, including 
victories over every FWC rival except Humboldt, a 
team they'll never play because of travel distance. 

As usual, the frosh game will tipoff at 6 p.m. If 
all efforts fail to bring the Brubabes here, well, there’s 
always Citrus College.
